The plans and model of this vessel were sub- 
mitted to the Navy Department in consequence 
of the advertisement last Fall for plans of 1ron- 
clad vessels capable of carrying an armament of 
one hundred tons, and coal for eight days full 
steaming. The Naval Board a pomted by the 
peed reported upon this plan as follows: 

“E. S. Renwick, No. 385 Broadway, New 
York, presents drawings, specifications and 
medel of an iron-clad vessel of large capacity 
and powerful ongines, with great speed, capable 
of carrying a heavy hatter y, and stated to be 
shot proof and a good ses boat The form and 
construction and proportions of this vessel are 
novel, and will attract the attention of scientific 
and practical men. She is of very light draught 
ofwater, and on the question whether she will 
prove to be a safe and comfortable sea boat, 
we do not expresa a decided opinion. Ves- 
sels of somewhat similar form in that part 
of the vessel which 1s immersed, of light 
draught of water, on our Western Iskes, 
have, we_ beliove, provea entirely sat- 
isfactory in all weathers. To counteract 
the effect of the waves when disturbed hy the 
wind, by producing a sudden jerk or rolling 
motion of Hat ahoal vessels, it 18 proposed to 
carry a sufficient weight above the center of 
gravity to counterpoise the heavy weight below, 
which is done 1n this ship by the immense ron 
armor. If, after a full discussion and examina-

Another Account of the Battle of Pittsburg. 
[From the Chicago Times } f 

Generals Prentiss and Sherman, with rein- 
forcements from General Hurlburt, maintained 
their position. The attack gradually extended 
to the center, under McClernand, which soon 
became engaged mth a aupenor force. Up to 
noon these four divisions, Prentiss’, Sherman’s, 
Horlburt’s and McQlernand’s, held the entire 
rebel force ın check, and Although the enemy 
was constantly bringing fresh troops, they 
gamed no advantage until noon, Our lines 
were unbroken, except General Prentiss’ com- 
mand. They, heing compelled to fell back, 
abandoned the camp. 

Generals Beauregard and Jobnston oom- 
manded op the nght and General Polk on the 
left. Shortly after noon the enemy made a 
grand attack on our whole line. Our force ob- 
stinately held their ground until the enemy 
hurled the entire force of seventy thousand men 


į chimneys. Hereis the ruin of the bank, with 


| not present a more desolate appearance than 


; ale bottles strewed about 


against us. Our line fell back under the press- 
ure in good order, half or three quarters of a 
mile, abandoning the camp to the enemy, taking 
& position in a semicircle on the bank of the 
river Here they stood immovable and fought 
obstinately five hours, the ground being fought 
over and over again. 

The gunboats Tyler and Lexington had got 
within raking range, and from their position on 
the left poured in a storm of shot and shell 
which fairly anmhilated them. Our immense 
mego guns had the same position on the mght, 
so that wherever the rebels turned they met 
iron hail, which scattered them like chaff The 
advanced no more, but stubbornly held their 
position. Night came without any change. 

In the meantime Gen. Buell arrived on the op- 
posite bend of the river, having made a forced 
march all day. Enght regiments were crossed, 
took positiom m the center, and immediately en- 
gaged the enemy. The fight continucd with 
aopa ained obstmacy and appalling slaughter 
till darkness closed During the night Gen 
Buell crossed with 30,000 men Gen. Wilson 
took position on the left, and Gen. McCook in 
the center. 

The battle was renewed an the morning by 
the arrival of 25,000 reinforcements, under Gen. 
Bragg, who were precipitated on Sherman, Me- 
Clernand and Wallace’s divisions. They were 
held in check, however, and at the same time 
Gen. Nelson threw himsclf on their right with 
his division, alco by Hurlburt and all the 
othar available peee i 

e enemy, after maintanmg ther ground 
tì three P.W, gave way. The decisivo blow 
was given by Gen Grant, who headed a charge 
of sıx regiments in person, precipitating his 
whole body on tbe enemy's center with such 
desperate force that they broke and ran. Re- 
treat at once became general ‘Whthin half an 
hour the whole rebel army was falling back in 
dismay, Our rejoiced soleta followed them, 
driving them through our camp in complete dis- 
order, They were soon driven into a broken 
country, where they Jwould uot form or fight. 
There was no relaxation in the pursmt 

Gen. Prentiss displayed conspicuous bravery 
during the first pm of the engagement, and be- 
fore he was taken he had just led a gallant 
charge of one thousand men against a superior 
force of the enemy. He wag repulsed and ro- 


j ceived a musket ball inthe arm; at the same 


time his horse was killed. Before he could ex- 
tricate himself the enemy were upon him 

Tam informed on authority direct from the 
rebel camp, that Beauregard made Ins advance 
on Friday to a pomt within a few miles of Gen- 
eral Grant’s position, here formed his hne of 
battle, and during the night resumed his march, 
coming upon our forces before daybreak, com~- 
pletely surprising them The only wonder ia 
that a rout of our army did not ensue at once, 

Gencral Hurlburt, whose division was in ré- 
serve, made himselfthe main prep on which the 
fortunes of the day hung, He acted with the 
utmost prompiness. 

General A. S. Johnston was killed ın the fore- 
neon of the second day’s fight, dunng the attack 
on his position by our forces, while endeavoring 
to rally his men. Apparentiy fearless of dan- 
ger, he rode along. the entire front, waving his 
sword, shouting to his dismayed officers and 
frightened men. When the rout wasatitshight 
a cannon ball struck him, crushing his skull and 
killing him mstantly. His body was found by 
our pursuing troops and brought to General 
Nelson’s tent. 


Sad Scenes about Hampton, Virginia. 
The Baltimore American of a recent date has 
the following: 


Hampton, the once beautiful and romantic 
town, inhabited by the principal (first families) 
nabobs of this section of Virginia, alas, where 
133¢? Naught now remains buta few blackened 
walls, with huge fire places, supporting huge 


its large pillars yet standing, to mark the spot 
where the money changers were wont to congre- 

ate. Over there is the ruin of the once beau- 
tiful Methodist Church South, with ats pillara 
standing out in bold relief, marking the spot 
where Christians formerly gathered to worship 
the same God who is worshipped ım the North, 

The ruins of Herculaneum: and Pompeii do 


this once beautiful town. The lines of charred 
posts around mark the inclosures where gardens 
once fourished—now filled with masses of brick 
and mortar. In several places the remnants of 
gardens may be seen—the sweetbriar, rose bush 
and early plants, springing out of the ground, 
as if tọ mock the scene of desolation around. 
The birds, too, are heard caroling their sweet 
notes, as they spring Foam one rum to another 

The ruin next to the bank must have been a 
tavern, from the quantity of broken porter and 
1 Opposite 18 supposed 
to be the ruin of a drug store. Occasionally, 
perambulating around, the ruin of blacksnith 
shops appear. Here may be found qurntities of 
scrap iron, tongs, wheel tires, etc, 

The wells are all choked up with filth; conse- 
quently the water 1s not fit tobe drank This 
piece of vandalism is characteristic of the sav- 
ageness of the rebels—men who prde them- 
selves on their breeding and chivalry. The 
Hampton Sioux pride themselves on their chy- 
alr aud noble bearing, yet they are savages 
withal, 

On our walk out what a 
street, we came to the o Episoopal Church, 
over two hundred years old, whero Lord Corn- 
wellis rented a pew; where the early settlers of 
this town met to worship--whose dust now lies 
mingled with the earth around. The tomb- 
stones are marked with age, the names and dates 
almost obhterated by the weather, Is 1t possi- 
ble that these savagas would destroy the resting 
piaces of their forefathera? Yes; they not only 

urned the house of worship, but hacked to 
pieces the tombstones. This is hard to believe, 
et it is too true; the evidence is before us. 
he marks of the butts of their muskets are all 
around, as they smashed the brittle marbie 
tombstones Notcontent with this, they have 
dug in every corner of the old church, search- 
ee ats corner-stone 
he vile wretches who desecrated this hal- 
lowed spot are not fit to hve, and should be 
wiped out from the face of the world The reb- 
els will, of course, deny that they defaced the 
tombs—yet, as we said before, the evidence 13 
before us. Our troops found this fiendish work 
done when they took possession Ever since 
the Union troops haye had possession of the site 
of Hampton, sentries have guarded this hal- 
lowed. spot from the thoughtless. 

Directly in the rear of the church, the remains 
of the lamented Major Rawlings are interred 
This gentleman lost his hfe in the early part of 
the struggle He was well known in New York, 
and very much esteemed py all who knew him 
We saw his brother, Dr. A. Rawhngs, musing 
over his grave, all alone, far away from intru- 
sive eyes. War, cruel war, separates fathers 
and brothers forever, 

The houses of rnuia were built many 

ears ago; the architecture is of that old fash- 
joned, solid style, indicative of comfort and 
convenience. Many of them had high porches 
in front, where the gentry could sit and doze 
after a hearty meal. A large church, of the 
modern school of architecture, must have been 
building, as the walls of such a building are 
standing, with the window frames in their 
proper piaces 

On the edge of Hampton is a small earthwork 
battery, with rifle pits running parallel with ıt 
They are not now used, as the Union pickets 
extend far beyond this Many of our Philadel- 
phia soldiers can be seen perambulating around, 
performing their respective duties 

Curiosity hunters occasionally may. be met 
with searching for some memento as a remem- 
brance of the work of Southern chivalry We 
are inclined to believe that Hampton is not un- 
hke Jamestown—a city of the past. It 1s hardly 
poasibie that it will ever be built up agam. 

here 1s nothing ın its location that would ben- 
efit any one m rebuilding the city. 

A large encampment of rebels can be dis- 
tinctly seen below Pig’s point, flaunting an 
enormous flag. A large rebel steamer came 
from behind Craney island this morning, and 
went up a creek ór inlet thereabouts She 
burned bitummous coal, as she emitted a very 
black smoke.

Russell Saubbed. 

W. H. Russell, of the London Times, was 
ejected lately from a Government transport 
steamer destined for Fortress Monroe. His ım- 
tention was to witness McClellan’s operations at 
Yorktown General McClellan had gwen his 
consent for Russell and some English officers to 


be present, The following was the sequel of the 
affair . 


General Vari Vhet assigned them rooms on 
board a transport. Russell fitted himself out 
with a traveling carriage, horses and other 
equipage for the journey, and he ard his com- 
pamons, with all their baggage, wero taken on 

oard Before the steamer salod hence, Mr 
Stanton. sent for General Van Vhet, inquired If 
Russell was on board, and getting an affirmative 
answer, sent for Quaitermaster General Meiggs, 
whom he directed to draw up and issue forth- 
with two orders—the first prohibiting the trans- 
portation of anybody not in the employment of 
the Government on board of any transport for 
Fortress Monroe, except by special order of the 
War Department, and another, excepting by 
name, from the operation of the former order, 
all the Enghsh gentlemen invited by General 
McClellan, except the correspondent of the 
London Zimes General Van Vhet, who was 
rather embarrassed by instructions to falfill 
these two orders, ventured to ask if he was to 
turn out of the steamer Russell, who was already 
on board, by invitation of General McClellan, 
Stanton rephed that he supposed General Van 
Vhet knew his duty as an officer and would ful- 
fill it; and, of course, he was compelled to put 
Russell and his traps ashore with as much grace 
as he could possibly bring to his aid ın perform- 
ing so ungracious a task.

he unexpected and sudden events that have 
lately crowded around us, deeply affecting, as 
they surely do, the interests, perhaps the des- 
tiny of the border slaveholding States, must en- 
gage the serious attention of the patriotic peo- 
ple of Missouri, Kentucky, Tennessee and Vir- 
pima These States have been well nigh surren- 
ered to the Federal armies within the past

The military authority of the United States 
has been extended over them, and their inhab-

The line of Southern defenses have been al- 
most entirely withdrawn from thor advance 
positions on the Northern border of the Confed- 
eracy, to the immediate protection of the orig- 
mal seceded States It may be, amid the varied 
and uncertain fortunes of war, that the States 
undet our immediate consideration are to be 
permanently held under Federal authority In 
view, then, of such a poasibihty, and as one who 
feels a deep and abiding interest ın the welfare 
of these States, we can but look to a future po- 
litical relation which circumstances beyond our 
control may bring about, 

Are we, then, to have peace? Is the shield 
of the Constitution, as our fathers made zt, to be 
thrown about us, securing our rightful heritage 
in all that ennobles American citizenship?

Chairman of the Umon Democratic State Cen-

As no good reason has been advanced in fayor 
of such a step because no man would now be 
extravagant enough to say 1t was necessary to 
do so ın order to keep the State out of the con- 
trol of the Secession element ‘No sound can 
awake them to glory again” To day, either 
the Democratic or the Repubhcan party could 
outyote them three to one im this State It1s 
true, thatat the last State election, the Hon. John 
R McConnell received a large vote; but who 
does not know that hundreda of as true and 
loyal men as there were in California voted for 
him, bekenng him to be true to the Union and 
Constitution of our country, and the most aval- 
able man to defeat the Repubhcan nominee 
Hence the cry by certain politicians of ‘‘ Umon 
men to the rescue” comes many months too 
late We have long since passed the crisis, and 
those who a short time ago were doubtful as to 
the result of this unfortunate contest, now con- 
cede that this huge mob will be dispersed, and 
we will soon, through the generalship of such 
noble spirits as McClellan and Halleck, be a 
united and happy people.

That this portion of the new creed 1s orthodox 
no one attempt to deny, but that it contains 
all that the contemplated change 1s susceptible 
of affording can be proven beyond the prospect 
of successful contradiction. “Predicating their 
views on this hypothesis, Union savers whose 
sentiments have eyer been antagonistic to the 
present ruling powers, now come forward and 
modestly demand that they shall forego their 
most cherished hopes—abandon their most 
coveted prospects — yea, even denounce 
the mame and the banner under which 
they fought, and which led them on to 
glory and to victory, simply that their old poli- 
tical enemies may fall into their ranks without 
any qualms of conscience being engendered by 
such a transformation. Ifthe advocates of the 
new party can show a purer ambition than that 
of becoming apostates by easier means than any 
at present within théir power, there is no con- 
fidence any longer to be placed ın appearances. 
They proved themselves in the last election in 
this State to be the weakest of all three parties 
both 10 pomt of numbers and respectability. 
They bitterly denounced from every stump the 
views and policy of the present Administration 
and its supporters—falsified its mission, and 
wilfully mistated its intentions With a mass 
of vituperation and wrath uttered by those 
doughty leaders still fresh on the records, it 
probably argues well for the spint of the age 
that some delicacy exists to prevent them from 
gomg openly into the arms of a party which 
secretly they would joyfully embrace, A Union 
perty 1s now all that 1s desired, and that any- 
ody can join without fear of being counted 
an apostate But whys not the Repubhecan 
party a Union party? or what evidences of that 
pni has it heretofore faled to manifest? From 
the first 1nception of our national diffioulties, 
has not the Republican patty with one acclaim 
declared ın favor of the Union, the Constituhon 
and the laws? Has any division taken place in 
its ranks whereby it becomes necessary to make 
a distinction betweenits several parts, and to 
affix the word Union to that part, to establish 
the grade of its loyalty? Has not the chief of 
the Republican party, around whom milions of 
followers now rally with renewed confidence, 
fulfilled the highest hopes, not only of bis own 
partisans, but of an admiring nation and an ad- 
muiring world, who now ın common pay homage 
and respect to his conservative patriotism? 
The stale trash of impotent politicians who 
announce the ultimate end of the war to 
-be the gradual abolition of slavery now 
stands contradicted before the world, bearing 
allit ever possessed, internal evidences of its 
own inherent falsehood The war is drawing to 
glorious and happy termination. The swagger- 
ing braggarts who for years intimidated the 
peaceful mechanics and artisans of the North, 
and construed their quiet submission into pusil- 
lanimous cowardice, are now bitterly learnin 
how false were their prophets and how foolis 
therr behef The chosen champion of the Re- 
publican party, who has never even been ac- 
cused of a single fault, is now sought to be de- 
prived of his followers and supporters—the ban- 
ner he carmed so gloriously in peace and war 
to be torn from bis hands, and even the very 
name ın which he still fondly rejoices to be 
buried forever ın obloquy and forgetfulness. 
And why is this wonderful chan to be 
wrought? Why abandon the faith of our 
fathers to worship at the altar of a stranger?

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NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


The military situation in the Valley of the 
Mississippi, according to the latest advices, 13 
nearly as follows General Butler has occupied 
New Orleans, and the restoration of the old. flag 
has been welcomed with such demonstrations of 
joy that there is no fear of the Union standard 
being again supplanted in that quarter by the 
ensign of rebellion. The gunboat flect nent up 
the river immediately after their guard over the 
capturad city had been relieved, visited Baton 
Rouge, the capital of Louisiana, meeting 
with no opposition, and passed Fort 
Adams, in Wilkinson county, Louisiana, op- 
posite the Red River Landing. They are not 
kely to encounter an enemy until they reach 

_ Vicksburg, on the east bank of the river, 
threg hundred and forty-five miles above New 
Orleans. Here thore is a bluff two hundred feet 
in hight, and the rebels are reported to 
have fortified the position. From Vicksburg 
there is a railroad to Jackson, the capital 
of Mississippi, forty-six mules distant, and op- 
-posite the town is Do Soto, the terminus of a 
vailroad leading to Monroe, Arkansas. This 
point is of much importance to the rebels, as ıt 
-ia essential to secure the facilities for retreat, 
when, pressed southward by the army of Hal- 
Teck, North of Vicksburg, the only rebel posi- 
Aions of rmportance are Grenada, a railroad 
Junction in Yallubusha county, where Lovell 1s 
posted, Cornth, held by Beauregard, and Mem- 
phis, held by Price or Bragg, Beauregard’s 
defent at Corinth, or retirement from that posi 
tion, opens the way to Memphis, and renders 
Jhe forts above that city untenable The ends 
certain, but the present aim of our movements 
„is to prevent the escape of the rebel forces from 
the lines that have been so carefully drawn 
around them, If Beauregard be as wide awake 
as he is generally supposed ta be, Halleck:s not 
hkely to find more than the rear guard of the 
rebela at Corinth. In Virginia, the position of 
affairs is 24 follows: By drawing the bulk of 
athe enemy’s forces to the York peninsula, Mc- 
Clellan succeeded in opening the way for the 
columns of McDowell and Banks to push down- 
rard to strategic points in the interior of Vir- 
ginis. The enemy was kept employed ım Mc 
Clellan’s front by the operations of a regular 
siege. Had Johnston and Magruder remained 
at Yorktown to await the isaue of a battle, they 
would have found McDowell advancing upon 
their rear, and would have sacrificed their whole 
mmy. They saw their peril and concluded tc 
retreaf, A strong rear guard, commanded b} 
the redoubtable Jo. Johnston, was left behind 
strong works af Wilhamsburg, to check pur- 
anit. By throwing a division forward to West 
Point, at the head of the peninsula, McClellan 
hopes to cut off the line of retreat and compel 
the surrender of è large portion of the 
rebel army. This would have been the fate of 
Johnston of he had remained at Wilhamaburg, 
but, as we learn from McClellan’s latest dis 
patch, the enemy were unable to withstand the 
assault of our troops upon that position. The 
rebels are now retreating, closely pursued 
and harassed by our forces. McDowell is 
etill at Fredericksburg We know nothing 
of the position of Banks. The capture ol 
Richmond is of less importance than the cap- 
. ture or desiruction of the army which mainly 
represents the military power of the re 
Hellion. Bichmond is only a Virginia city , the 
army 15 the embodiment of the “ Confederacy.” 
If the objects of McClellan be attained, the ter- 
mination of the struggle ın Virginia will be 
virtually the end of therebelhon. We observe 
that M Mercier, the French Minister, has gone 
to Richmond to warn the rebels that France 
and England cannot countenance a guerrilla 
warfare or a wholesale destruction of crops. 
This is a clear intimation to the enemy that, 
having been fairly and completely beaten at all 
points, they are expected to succumb ag scon as 
possible. The Nashville has resumed her pirat 
ical depredations, jast as her employers are 
about toterminate their brief career as a “+ Gor- 
ernment.” 

From San Francisco, we learn that the Rev- 
enne Cutter Shubrick has gone to the Farallon 
Islands to settle the belligerents in the egg 
war. The Phantom arrived from Hongkong 
yeaterdsy, bringing a large cargo of Chinese, 
and some items ın regard to the desolating war 
between the Imperialists and the rebels. In 
the State Senate yesterday, the Gunboat Bill 
was discussed and again referred to the Military 
Committee for amendment, to guard against 
reckless expenditures. The Senate concurred 
jn the bill allowmg fees to the Sacramento 
County Treasurer for services under the Levee 
Bill, Inthe Assembly s bill was passed re- 
quiring the Seeretary and Controller of State 
to surrender all old vouchers of war indebted- 
ness to the Board of Indian War Bond Exam- 
diners, 

Mur Salt Lake correspondence contains an au- 
thentic account of the Indian troubles of which 
tho Overland Mail Company complain. 

In the Hardy impeachment case, the defense 
wan completed yesterday with the understand- 
jng that one more witness might be introduced 
today, The prosecution have commenced call- 
ing testimony in rebuttal.

COLTON’S LETTER. 

The Chairman of the Union Democratic State 
Central Committee has, as an individual, ad- 
dyessed a letter to Walter Van Dyke, the Chair- 
man of the late Union Caucus of members of 
the Legislature, in acknowledgment of the res- 
olutions passed in said caucus, He declines to 
recognize the call of the Republican State Cen- 
tral Committce 28a Union move independent 
of party, and recommends that the Union De- 
mocracy maintain ita distinct orgauvization. 
This was not unexpected; but he would have 
done his country a much greater service had he 
recommended & union of all loyal men in one 
great national party until this war of rebellion 
and all questions connected therewith are get- 
tled. Toa truly loyal man the division of the 
people into parties is in the highest degree dis- 
tasteful, They prefer to eee all auch men mus- 
tered under the stars and stripes, aa the broad 
banner of the Constitution, and the emblem of 
the sovereignty and power of the nation. 

But after the Republican Committee issued a 
call for a Union Convention we do nat see how 
the members could expect any other result then 
the one indicated in Colton’s letter. We antic- 
ipated it, and hence one of the reasons why we 
protested against the hasty move of the Repub- 
fican Committee. The Repabhean and Union 
Democratic parties ought, for the present, to 
have surrendered their reapective party organi- 
zations and left the maas composing each at 
liberty to join a Union party devoted heart and 
soul to the cause of the Union and the National 
Government, But the leaders of neither party 
ware willing to manifest such a degree of uneelf- 
ish patriotism, and unless the people take the 
matter in hand they will be divided by the arta 
of politiciana into two or more parties, striving 
for the spoils of office. 

Té is rather extravagant dn the part of the 
Chairman ef the Union Democratic State Cen- 
tral Committee to claim that a majority of the 
officers and troops in the Federal armiea who 
are so gloriously fighting the battles of their 
country are Democrats; but we will let it pass, 
though we notice that a correspondent makes 
the sime unsupported statement, It is mere 
opinion, and therefore ought not to have been 
incorporated in such a letter a3 Colton’s. 

The assumption, too, that the Democratic 
party is the only one which can successfully 
govern the country, isa piece of stupid parti- 
san egotism. As “An Occasional Thinker” 
saya, the Democratic party was in power when 
this hornble rebellion was precipitated upon the 
nation, and made no éffort to strangle it when 
so weak as hardly to be able to hold up its 
head. The Democratic party, too, had been in 
power for over a half century, with the excep- 
tion of one single Congress, in 1841-2. Under 
the rule of that party the country was led for- 
ward to the edge of the gulf of Secession 
and rebellion, and finally plunged into 
the gulf under thé plea of “A State cannot te 
coerced.” Let us hearno more about the su- 
periority of this party as formerly organized, to 
guide and rule the nation. The fact that men 
who called themselves Democrats plunged the 
nation into rebellion is now a part of its history, 
and there it will ‘stand forever. The superior 
ruling capacity of the Democratic party isa 
myth—-a hallucination which pervades the 
brains ofa few men who never benefit by the 
lessons of experience. 

It is further intimated by Colton that the di- 
vision of the Democratic party at Charleston 
was only temporary, and that after the termina- 
tion of the war the party will be restored to its 
orginal strength aad purity. We will not dis~ 
pute about the purity proposition, but if the 
writer believes the Democratic party is to regain 
its former strength by 9 fasion of the rebel Dee 
mocracy of the rebel States with the loyal Demoe- 
racy of the loyal States, never was man more 
mistaken. The Joyal Democracy of the North 
and West must uhite with the loyal Democracy 
of the South—if.any such can be found—if' it 
ever expects to regain any portion of its origi- 
nal strength and influence in the councils of the 
nation. When the Union tS fally maintained in 
the now rebel States, the attempt of any party 
to unite with the Democratic leaders and actors 
in the rebellion will prove the death knell of 
that party. The people will tolerate no such 
union. So in this State. The attempt to fuse 
or unite the Union Democrats and Secessionists 
who call themselves Democrats in this State, 
will end in disgracing the name of democrat, 
and in the annihilation of the party which as- 
gumes the name, The leaders may patch up a 
compromise in the hope of spoils, but the loyal 
tens of thousands will spurn all offers or ar- 
rangements for affiliating with the sympa- 
thizers with rebels in this State who claim to be 
Democrats, as insults political and personal. 
They will never act together by agreement or 
concert, as he will find to his sorrow who essays 
to bring about such a result.

The ship Phantom arrıyed from Hongkong 
to-day, with between four and five hundred 
Chinamen, The dates are to March 23d The 
rebels had been driven back from Shanghae, 
but contiued to desolate the surrounding coun- 
try. The rebels at Ningpo seemed desirous to 
conciliate foreigners for the benefit of trade. 
The imperial troops at Hankow and Hankiang 
had annoyed foreigners. The famine at Nankin 
continued. .

The Legislature. 


In the Senate, the special order—the gunboat 
bill—was discussed at some length, and seemed 
about to pass easly, when it was suddenly re- 
ferred to the Military Committee, in order that 
it might be further guarded, so as to prevent 
reckless expenditures, 

The umpeachment case waa resumed at eleven 
o'clock. Watt moved that uo further evidence 
on the charge of drunkenness be allowed.

Passage or THE BILL.—In the House of 
Representatives the Pacific Railroad Bill passed 
on the fth instant, as annoynced by telegraph. 
The majority was decided. This is an event of 
very great,importance to California, and will be 
so considered by her people. They feel that 
for this almost unexpected result they are 
deeply indebted to the arguments and untiring 
exertions of their Representatives, Sargent and 
Phelps. Sargent entered into the advocacy of 
this bill with all the zeal and enthusiasm of his 
nature, and all the abil.ty he could command, 
Phelps, too, has been hard at work for the bill, 
as a military necessity. If the Senato now 
takes it up and passes it, as we have faith to 
believe it will under the lead of Senators Mo- 
Dougall and Latham, and the two Qregon Sena- 
tors, it will be considered one of the leading 
events of the age. The Senatora from the Pa- 
cific side will leave no stone unturned to carry 
it through that body. Indeed, it may be fairly 
claimed that the Senate, ag at present consti- 
tuted, is pledged to the paseage of a railroad 
bill. The argument that the nation is 
go involved by the war as to render it 
impolitic to add to the debt for such a purpose, 
ought not to weigh a feather in the scale of ob- 
jections. It will be years before the bonds pro- 
vided for can be issued, and in a few years the 
railroad would] pay,them ‘by service rendered 
the Government. In the end the bonds issued 
to the several railroad companies would be ab- 
sorbed in defraying the annual and necessary 
expenditures of the Government. The Govern- 
ment would simply loan its credit to the road 
until such time as it might need services which 
would gradually relieve the road from all far- 
ther obligations to pay said bondsay At most, 
the Government could only be called upon to 
advance the interest for a few years, while the 
railroad is being built. 

The passage of a railroad bill and itsapproval 
by the President will be considered as only sec- 
ond to the termination of the war of rebellion 
in the just fame it will confer upon the present 
Administration. It will be the inauguration of 
an enterprise which will be completed in 
the next ten years, and which will bring 
American citizens on the Atlantic and Pacific 
into almost daily personal communication. It 
would, too, soon change the direction of the 
commerce between Europe and Asia. As a 
means for accomplishing military ends, its ad- 
vantages would be incalculable. It would ena- 
ble the Government at Washington to extend 
an efficient and immediate protection to Amers 
ican citizens and property on the now far off Pa- 
cific, The social and political influence of such 
a railroad upon the people of the United 
States cannot be estimated. Jt would literally 
constitute the people of the opposite sidea of 
the continent one, for it would unite them iby 
iron rails which would prove stronger than 
chaina. Onr Senators must see to it that this 
bill isnot lost nor unreasonably delayed in the 
Senate. In times past, Southern Senators, who 
are now in rebellion, were able te defeat all 
Pacific Railroad bills; they are now rebels; 
those who have always been friends of a Pacific 
Railroad are now in a large majority in the 
United States Senate, and we have a right to 
demand that they aid in the enactment of this

LETTER FROM SALT LAKE. 
{FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT] 


> Great Sarr Larr CITY, April 23, 1862. 
The State Legislature. 

No pay for services in any department of the 
State of Deseret is to be the rule and the char- 
‘acteristic of mountain government. I like the 
notion. Brother Brigham sends missionaries 
to the ends of the earth to look after the salva- 
tion of the brethren. I see no difference be- 
tween foreign sernice and home service, and if 
brethren must be sent “without purse and 
scrip” to look after the spint, I see no reason 
why brethren should not be appointed to look 
after things at home upon the same principle. 
I go in for it, decidedly go. Short speeches, 
short gessions, are also very agreeable in a 
country where long ones are terrible bores. I 
have a constitational objection to sitting for 
hours on hard “benches,” and heve seen very 
few men in all Israel that I care to listen to till 
my corporosity gets tọ cry out “persecu- 
tion.” Brother Brigham will always command 
attention, and suggest endurance, for he is al- 
waya expected to ssy something when he 
speaks. So with his counselors and « few 
apostles; but the majority of men in the pres- 
ence of those shining lights find it up mit work 
to entertain their audience. 

The reformation has commenced among the

An Act relating to the dutley of the Secretary of 
State; an Actin relation to elections, an Act locating 
the seat of Government of the Mate of Deseret, an Act 
concerning the General Assembly; an Act making the 
laws of the Territory of Utah in force in the State of 
Deseret; an Act defining the Judicial Circuits of the 
State of Deseret and appointing the times and places of 
holding Circult Courta; an Act providing for publishing 
and distributing the laws enacted by the General As- 
sembly; an Act proriding for appeals from the Probate 
and Circuit Courts, am Act concerning the Supreme 
Ccurt of the State of Deseret; an Act in relation ta 
Circuit Judges. 

The gist of the entire proceedings was evi- 
dent carefulness to avoid collision with the Gov- 
ernment territorial officials, though nothing on 
that subject was said. The State Courts are to 
be held after the District Courts, and the next 
meeting of the Stste Assembly will take place 
immediately after the termination of the Terri- 
torial Lemslature’a ‘“‘forty days." So that, 
should we have another Territorial Governor, 
and he should cal} another Legislature, as usual 
about the first or second Monday in De- 
cember, no doubt there will be a full 
quantum of legislators elected, willing enough 
to sit at three dollara per day throughout a 
spazon at which they can do but little domestic 
work. The State Fs Saag accepted the laws 
of the Territory of Utah, and so, should it be 
destiny to give us two Governors and two Legis- 
latures, the State can continue to have its short 
sessions and keg adopting the territorial laws, 
for the making of which Uncle Sam will keep 
paying the brethren legislators. The Courts 
also will be “double rigged” Gentiles can 
have fall sail with the territorial officers, and 
the Mormons can go ıt the same with the State 
Courts, and if cases should be “‘a little mixed” 
the htigants will have to agree between 
themselves where they will take ıt. But 
in this s country, despite of preju- 
dice, I bave own Gentile establishments 
seek rectification before a Church Court, 
when even fhe defendant was a brother. 
The Mormon High Council is a Lpr instita- 
dion for justice. Ihave seen Mormons before 
t Gentile Courts,” and known the same case

the “righteousness” of the case, not its legal 
formality, and award judgment according ta ev- 
idence, often reversing the decision of the Gen- 
tile Court. If that decision ig uot acceptable, 
the prosecutor egn recorar and carry out all the 
Gentile Cqurt favored him with, but then, of 
course, he would not be regarded as living his 
tehgion. The State Courts will, therefore, be 
open after this fashion for whoever wants 
tnem, ang unless collision is determined on at

LETTER FROM MARYSVILLE, 
[CORRESPONDENCE OP THE txtoN.] 


MAnrYsvitre, May 6, 1862. 
This morning, in company with others of the 
City of the Plains, at the blowing of the whistle, 
I stepped aboard the cars, and soon we were 
beyond the reach of floods, ascending the rising 


grounds leading to Folsom. The morning ar 
was cool and bracinz, the landscape a livin 
en, Variegated with ail the colors of the wild 
owers, now in fall bloom. Soon we were in 
Folsom, where, for a few minutes, all was bustle 
and confusion, some of the passengers bein 
transferred to up soont Stiprs ready and in 
waiting, and others to the Lincoln cars) Bemg 
of the latter class, I soon made my way to the 
Central Road’s passenger car, which we found 
peat and comfortsble—superior to those of 
the Sacramento Valley Railroad, The route to 
Lincoln 18 over rolling ground along the foot- 
hills, and affords many pleasant panoramic 
views of the valleys below as well as the moun- 
tains above, which, to be properly admired, 
must be seen. Arriving at Lincoln we were 
transferred to a mand wagon and put en ronte 
for this city, Ours Was an extra coach 
pat ou expressly for the occasion, and the team 
composed of four mustangs which had not been 
harnessed for the past six months. The driver, 
too, waa a specia? s So after we were all “set,” 
the word was passed to the man at the heads of 
the leaders to “‘let go,” which he did, and away 
we went. These mustangs don’t lke to get 
down to their work hke American horses; so on 
the approach of s piece of wet, soft ground, our 
eant would ply the whip and put them 
through it at a 2.40 gait. en about two 
miles out—in attempting to go through a slough 
or piece of soft ground—he broke our wagon in 
two or three places. Tbe result was he had to 
return for another wagon, thus cansinga couple 
of hours delay. All things being at last nghted 
we resumed our journey and reached here just 
in time to hear the boat's whistle, having beat 
the boat’s time ten or fifteen minntes Since 
here, we have been walking around the town 
taking items. Just now the city presents 
a most inviting appearance—the streets 
are dry, the sidewalks broad and in good 
repair, the bmldiscgs neat and substan- 
tial, There are a great many very hand- 
some dwelhngs aud little homes in this oty. 
The citizens of later years have improved their 
residences with flowers and shrubbery, so that 
they now resemble Sacramento in this respect, 
D street, north of the Odd Fellows’ Hall, has 
many very tasteful dwellings, as also has E 
street Truly, the Maryswllians deserve praise 
for their neatness and taste. The Odd Fellows’ 
Hall is a very fine structure, and the hall is far 
superior to anything of the kind m this State, 
The chairs of the othcers are canopied and sup- 
ported by Corinthian columns, aa are also the 
side walls, presenting to the eye a tasteful and 
imposing appearance. There isa very full at- 
tendance upon the session of the Grand Lodge, 
and the Ste Nicholas and other hotels present 
an appearance simular to the St. George on Con- 
vention occasions. The election for officers 
takes place to-morrow, and business of impor- 
tance to the Order will be brought before the 
session.

Frou Vreer Crrr.—a corresfiéndent of the 
Gros, writing from Virginia City, May $d, 


says: 
_ Times here, very dull all Wintey, are hegin- 
ing to improve. The roads are in a condition 
that admits of cain bs and quartz to the 
mills, about two-thirds of which are now run- 
ning. Several of those that kad got to work on 
the river, having temporarily repaired their 
dams, are again stopped; the high water, caused 
by the late melting of the «now, having swept 
away these structures. The streams are higher 
than usual this Spring owing to the great quan- 
tity of snow on the mountains. The grass is 
coming on fincly, and there would be goad feed 
only the large amount of stock cat it off before 
it gets any length, Hay, at this place, is two 
hundred doliars a ton, and barley fifteen cents 
a pound, prices that forbid the employment of 
teams only for the most urgent business, or 
bauling ore from the richer class of claims. We 
look for an active season, however, when the 
roads from California get opened, as there are 
operations projected ior the Summer. These 
embrace the building of new mills, openin 
mines, constructing toll roads, and also a raj- 
road from this place to Washce valley, a dìs- 
tance of sixteen miles, leading over a high 
range of mountains Another is talked of from 
here to Dayton—seven mies. The Whifman 
coal fields are to be worked on a large scale, or 
at least, prospected; and another deposit, re- 
ported to exist near the fort, is to receiye some 
attention. A company has been formed to 
manufaeture the iron ore emstin g bere m plenty, 
and pronounced of 2 Koon kind. These, with 
the ordinary amount of building going on will 
be pretty sure to render the incoming season 
one of great activity, and create a large demand 
for labor. 

Despite the wars and ramors of wars witb the 
aborigines, I am assured by both Goryernor 
Nye and the Indian Agent here, that neazly all 
the tribes within their jurisdiction are quiet and 
well disposed, and that with the exception of a 
few renegade Indians about Honey Lake and to 
the North, they apprehend no serious trouble 
with these people.

I reside in Sadramento; Was g defendant in the case of 
Foster vs. Fritz and others, spohen of an this trial, was 
a member of the firm of Cameron, Lightner & Co, I 


never considered myself a particular friend of Judge f, 


Hardy previous to May, 1659, I had never seen him 
more than a dozen times, and all we had ever conversed 
on any subject could be condensedinto five minutes, 
I think I met him during the suit at Mokelumne Hil, 
but scrupulously avoided saying a word to him on that 
subject , I was intimately acquainted with Jobn Fritz 
during 1858-59, but never heard him mention Judge 
Hardy's name, or knew of his conversing with him, I 
am even more certain that Mr Cameron did not know 
him or elther of the other partners, - 

Cross-examined by Judge Camphbell—I was a mem- 
ber of the Tenth Legislature of 1859; yoted for the bill 
creating the Sixteenth Judicial District—exerted myself 
for its passage, I represented Calaverascounty , it was 
on that occasion that I was introduced to Judge Hardy 
—the first time I ever saw him; I neve: exchanged a 
word with Judge Hardy on the subject of that bill 
during its pendency. 

Top Rosson sworn and examined by Mr Williams 
—I live at Sacramento; have lived there ten or eleven 
years; was District Judge there in 1851 , could scarcely 
say I was óne of the counsel In the case of McDermott 
vs Higby, waa present and participated for the plain- 
tif so far asto receive a fee for sitting by the counsel 
during the eving of the case; was present during the 
whole time; it is difficult to say what time the Court 
convened on the last evening , Isuppose it was the 
usual hour; after the five or six o’clock dinner or sup- 
per; the case continued until ten or eleven o’clock; do 
not recollect distinctly whether or not there was a 
recess in the evening between seven and ten o’clock; 
my impression is that he did not take a recess that 
evening , would not regard it as singular or out of the 
common course if he had taken a recess; have been 
acquainted with Judge Hardy since 1853, heard him 
read his chargethat night; I had no idea of his being in. 
toxicated , did not netice anything in the slightest indi- 
cating that he was intoxicated ; Judge Hardy’s demeanor 
upon the bench is characterized by propriety ; his man- 
ner Is somewhat dictatotial, a Httle absolute, and while 
I have seen nothing improper in his manner it 13 not of 
that. silent, unobtrusive character which constitutes 
true judicial dignity , never saw him intoxicated on the 
bench, and but once to my recollection off His man- 
ner on the bench is totally different from his ordinary 
intercourse with his friends, off the bench he is ex- 
tremely social, and even boyish, soliciting social inter- 
course, wishing everybody to call him Jim, and calling 
every body Tom, Dick or Harry; never got an impres- 
sion of his showing favoritism towards particular at- 
torneys, I have noticed that there was one gentleman 
practicing at his Court in Amador whom I believe to 
be an intimate personal friend of his, and to have 
been such long before he came to this country, 
towards him he has been more absolute, des- 
potic, positive, and less courteous and gentle than 
towards any one else practicing at his bar, asimilar 
impression has heen made on my mind In reference to 
another man, and other than that Ihave seen no differ- 
ence in his manner towards others, I remember the 
case of Mercier vs Denny and others, wag counsel for 
the plaintiff [affidavit shown] , that affidavit was made 
and signed by me; the defendants, in their answer, set 
ap a former recovery; the counsel who drew the repli- 
cation denied it in so inartificlal a manner that I desired 
to amend, for the reason that I thought it would not 
stand the test of legal criticism, I made application 
to amend, and was surprised that he should, as he did, 
refusg to allow me to amend; I then made 
this affidavit, and he said he would postponethe mat- 
ter for five days, the time required by the rule for no- 
tice of amendment, and would then hear the proposi 
tion for amendment; [another affidavit shown] I do 
notreécollect that, itisnot my handwriting; the day 
this (first) affid wit was made was the day the case was 
set for trial, I made the application at the opening of 
the Court, and did not suppose that any affidavit would 
be necessary, the case was postponed in order that 
five days notice might be allowed on the application to 
amend, but for this defect in the pleadings, the plain- 
um was ready and solicitous for trial. 

Q.—Was the plaintifffready and anxious for the trial? 

Judge Campers objected, and— 

A.—The plaintiff's counsel was, from information, 
ready and anxious to proceed to the trial, but I was 
anxions to have the amendment made, and supposed it 
would be done at once and we should proceed with the 
trial; I undertook myself to pay the cost of the poest- 
ponement for the sake of having the postpanement, un- 
derstanding that it would coat me some $75 or $90; I 
was willing to do this for the sake of my own profes- 
sional reputation; I do not remember Judge Hardy 
stating to me that he did not want to try the case, he 
might have done so, but If he did I did not regard it as 
unusual; I have been practicing Jaw fully thirty years, 
or perhaps more, I will correct that, and say twenty- 
elght to thirty years; I think was admitted to the barat 
twenty-one, and am now fifty; in criminal cases it Is 
the duty of counsel exclusively, in my estimation, to 
make objections and examine jurors; X once heard. 
Judge Creanor challenge @ juror, saying he was not fit 
to sit as a juror in that case or any other, and told him 
to leave the Court House; that is the only case of 2 
Judge objecting to a juror that I ever knew of. 

Crosa-cx. ed by Judge CiMPBELL—If g Judge were 
aitting in a criminal case of great public interest, it ia 
the custom for counsel ta examine the jurors; it is sl- 
ways the case in high criminal cases; if that duty was 
wholly neglected by the counsel of the prosecution, if I 
were the Judge, I ahould try and see that justice was 
done; in that or in any other case; in the case of 
Higby vs. Calaveras county, I was associated as coun- 
sel for Calaveras county; I was notaware of anyneces- 
sity for noilce and affidavit for amendment. 

Redirect—Q. Did Judge Hardy say he could not hear 
the apache amend without a proper showing by afi- 
davit. 

A. I cannot recollect the detalls of the occurrence 
any further than I have stated already; it was to com- 
ply with the rule of the Court, which I think was shown 
me by Judge Hardy himself, that I made the affidavit I 
did; Judge Hardy denied the motion for leave to 
amend at that time, and has never granted it yet, that 
I know of; I was asking at the time without concert 
with my associate counsel. 

Mr, Witttams read Mr. Robinaon’s affidavit, which 
states that he was taken by sarprise by the discovery 
of the defective pleadings, Also, Mr George's afida- 
vit relative to the defective pleadings, and asking for 
leaye,to amend. 

‘Wriwxas—I offered those affidavi's on the motion for 
postpcnement. 

Tuos. H. Haxsos sworn, examined by Mr Williams 
—I reside at San Rafsel, Marin county, practice law, 
lived there the last eight years; way present at the im- 
panneling of the jury in the case of The People vs 
Terry; the Court epee atthe usual hour, 9 o'clock, 
T think as soon as the Court opened the District Attor- 
ney said he was ready in the Terry tmal, my 
impression Is he said nothing about the hour the wit- 
nesses were subpenaed to be there till after the impan- 
neling of the jury; if he did I did not hear it, after 
the jury was impanneled I know he said the witnesses 
were cubpenaed for ten o'clock; there seemed to be no 
difficulty in impanneling the jury; cannot say who 
called itup; the jury was impanneled without objec- 
tion, nothing was said by the District Attorney about 
the witnesses being in the creek untilafter the jury was 
impanneled and the Court had adjourned until tén 
o'clock; that is my impression; cannot sfate whether 
Judge Hardy or anybody else sent a messenger to see 
if the witnesses were in the creek; as a matter of fact 
the witnesses were notin the creek or in sight at that 
time; I have rend the testimony of Mr Shafter in some 
of the papers, do not remember which; Mr Crittenden 
snid (after the recess) that It was ten o’clock and it was 
time ta go on with the case, went into Court; Judge 
Hardy said it was not quite ten; I think he said it 
wanted five or ten minntes—five I think—and that they 
would wait till ten; Mr. Crittenden said by bis watch it 
wasafterten; by Judge Hardy's watch it must have been 
at least ten minutes after ten when the verdict was taken; 
no attachments were asked for, but the District Attorney 
made a remark about having exhausted all his power to 
obtain the witnesses, the witnesses arrived at least 
two hours after the verdict—about 123 a'clocks they 
landed at Point San Quentin, about five miles off, and 
came up by stage; they were not Inthe creek at all; 
the point of landing wasnot in sight; Iwas present at 
the time the case was set for trial, I know the witnesses 
were there before, and think Judge Campbell was there; 
I think there was an announcement that the case would 
be called at nine o'clock; do not know that it was; my 
impression was that Judge Campbell was there fo assist 
on the trial; am not certain that he was in the Court 
room whenthe day for the trial was set 

Cross-examined-—The usual means of communication 
is by boats to San Quentin and then by stage or boats 
up the creek, I think after the Impanneling of the jury 
alittle recess was taken, bat the Judge may have tre- 
mainedon the bench. 

To Mr De Loxo—There was no clock in the Court 
House; did not notice any timepiece at the time of the 
verdict; it is well known that Gordon’s clock is very 
unreliable, sometimes too fast and sometimes too slow, 

To Judge Canpsxrt—I do not know that there was 
anything peculiar abont the condition of the District 
Attorney that day; he seemed to bein his usual con- 
dition and in the possession of all his faculties 

To Mr. Witttamg—I think Mr. Hoge made the motion 
for a verdict; when it was first made Judge Hardy said 
the hour had not arrived, when the verdict was taken 
it was some fifteen minutes later by Judge Hardy's 
watch; Judge Hardy sald substantially that as there 
wasno evidence the jury must find a verdict of not 


guilty, 
To Judge Cawpagtr—I did not hear Judge Hardy 
make use of the expression, “time is up ” 

Joegru:P. Hoar sworn (examined by Mr. Wiruxs—

My Warwick sald Mr Morrison had been misin- 
formed about this matter Mr Norris had once sold 
this franchise for certain lands and cattle in Texas, and 
then purchased another franchise abouta mile above 
He (Warwick) had been tempted by the bait of the 
grant of certain lands to Sacramento for the purpose of 
straightening the American river, but he found that 
Mr, Norris did not own a clear title to those lands, and 
the person who held the mortgage on those Jands1e- 
fused to bind himself to the ay oposed arrangement 
The fact was that Harris & Pearls hada good thing in 
their franchise, and this was an attempt of other par- 
ties to get a finger into their piè 

Mr Eacan moved that the House adjourn until 
Thursday at eleven o’cloch 

Mr O'BRIEN moved that the House now adjourn.

Let her 
fruitful fields, her public and her private buildings, her

CTAN INSYITGTION IN THE BORDER 
STATES, 


Those whe hare carefully watched the course 
of events aince the inauguration of the present 
war of rebellion, under the pretext of defending 
the slave property of the people of the South, 
bavo probably long since arrived a$ the conclu- 
sion that a fatal blow has been inflicted upon 
the inetitution In the border States by those 
who professed to ba most anxious to defend it. 
The conficta which followed, and the new issues 
whioh have been forced upon the people in 
those States by this rebel war, are operating 
with almost irfeaiatible power to compel the 
institution to abandon them. In Missouri it is 
estimated that at least one-quarter of the slaves 
in the State have been either sent further South 
or bava escaped into free States. Some thou- 
sanda, it ia charged, have been taken from Union 
owners by the rebel armies and banda and ren 
off to the South, Their process of confiscation 
was rapid; they seized the negroes of Union 
men by force, and left them to obtain redress as 
best they may. After the war is closed the claim 
of Union men for property stolen by rebels in 
Missouri and other border States will amount to 
millions of dollars. In one of the Confiscation 
bills reported to the House, it is proposed to 
make the claims of Union men, for property 
stolen and destroyed, x lien on the property of 
rebela whick may be confiscated under the Act. 
This is an excellent idea. A prominent citizen 
of California who was formerly a citizen of Miz- 
souri, gives it aa hia opinion that slavery will be 
abolished in that State in lees than two years. 
He says all his letters from the State look for 
wach a result, and point out the causes which 
are operating to that end, Many of the people 
there consider the slereholders of the State re- 
sponsible for the civil war which raged for go 
many montha with euch fury and atrocity. They 
conolude, justly, that had no slavery existed in 
Missouri no civil war could have heen gotten 
up, and, therefore, they feel like getting on the 
safe side in future—which can only be accom- 
plished by excluding the institution. There are 
those, too, who think the State would be vastly 
mare prosperous were it free instead of slave, 
With the prospect that the stars and stripes will 
again become a fixed institution in Niseouri, 
the rebel slavehokders will strive to hide their 
heads in Arkansas and Texas. They will take 
with tham their negroes, and thus reduce the 
number left behind. But the fate of the ingi- 
tution of slavery in the border Statea is likely 
to be decided on an issue made upon the prin- 
ciple laid down in the emancipation message of 
the President not long since laid before Con- 
grees, In that message he reoommends that 
Congrede take steps to aid pecuniarily any State 
which may ask it, to enable her to relieve her- 
self from slavery. This proposition presenta 
an issue which may be made in any of the bor- 
der slave States by those who: desire to be re- 
lieved of the system. It suggests a plan by 
which it can be accomplished through the joint 
action of the State and the General Govern 
ment, and the owner at the same time be paid 
a reasonable compensation for his property. 
Shall the State ask such aid of the General Goy- 
ernment for such a purpose? This is a gues- 
tion which may be put in ise before the peo 
ple, as it. undoubtedly will be, in Missouri, Ma- 
ryland, Delaware, and probebly Kentucky 
One of the Senators from Missouri has already 
delivered an able speech in the Senate of the 
United States in favor of the principles of the 
mesage, Which must Inevitably introduce the 
question into the politica of the State, and when 
once introduced ita discussion will be continued 
until slavery is banished from Missouri. In 
faot its discusion for a single campaign will 
operate to clear the State of nearly every slave 
within its borders. The owners of those which 
remain will probably be in part compensated 
for their negroes by the State and part by the 
United States, The result ia aa certain as that 
one year will succed another. This is one of 
the fruits of a war forced upon the country by 
sliveholdera to protect and perpetuate the in- 
stitution of slavery.

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THE INVASION OF MEXICO. 


France has a huge army, that must be em- 
ployed. She haz also a Government which, 
however strong and efficient in ecouring domes- 
tic tranquility and maintaining the prestige of 
the nation abroad, hag certain faults of admin- 
istration into which a reatlesa peaple, deprived 
of any other .overmastering excitement, aré 
prone to inquire. The success of Louis Napo- 
Jeon in the most difficult task of retaining the 
confidence of the French, mnst be mainly at- 
tributed to his skill in satisfying the “‘ danger- 
ous classes,” in giving the army an occasional 
draught of “glory, and in turning the atten- 
tion of the people generally from the nevessi- 
ties of a despotic Government to the achieve- 
ments of its agents in arms and diplomacy, 
which are believed to compel tho respect of the 
world. Not to put a fine point upon it, as Mr. 
Sangaby would say, to meddle in foreign difi- 
culties is a necessity of Louis Napoleon's posi- 
tion, He must please the “grand nation” 
with the idea of playing the role of 
the world’s arbiter, of adjusting or 
promoting national qnarrels, and of distrib- 
uting peace or war according ag it may be seized 
with the whim. Precisely whatthe French had 
to gain by a war with Russia in 1854, saye mil- 
itary glory, it is difficult even now to say. Eng- 
land had and has a very great interest in keep- 
ing the Muscovites out of Conatantinople and 
checking the extension of the Russian domin- 
ions. But France has no India to be an object 
of her solicitude. When the war for the unity 
of Italy began, the French Emperor interfered 
upon the side of the Italiana, for the sake of an 
“idea.” What idea? After beating the Aus- 
trians in two battles, the Emperor concluded a 
treaty which disgusted the Italians, and proposed 
an impossible confederation, when the people 
desired that the nation should be consolidated 
under the constitutional rule of the Sardinian 
king. At the present time it isa French army 
in Rome which presents the chief obstacle to 
the consummation of Italian unity. The chief 
“idea ” of the Emperor in seeking the flelds of 
Soiferino and Magenta seems to have been to 
give his legions employment under his own 
command, And he took Nice and Savoy to 
pay his expenses. 

The conductof the French in Mexico appeara 
to he the result of the same policy of impertin- 
ent Interference and the thirst for conquest. 
When France, Spain and England, taking zd- 
vantage of the embarrassments of this country, 
determined to send an expedition to the neigh- 
boring republic, they expressly disclaimed all 
schemes of territorial aggrandizement or inten- 
tion to interfere with the form of government 
which accorded with the wishes of tho people. 
These professions were soon discovered to be 
mere tricks of diplomacy, to which a harsher 
term ig applied in the ordinary affairs of life. 
The British, who own the larger portion of the 
Mexican debt, and who have a fair show of rea- 
son for enforcing satisfaction for their claims 
upon the Mexican Government, retired when it 
was ascertained that the other Powers designed 
to either force a monarchy upon the country or 
appropriete a portion of ats terntory. 

The French and Spaniards after pretending 
to negotiate, and thug obtaining advantageous 
positions in the interior of Mexico, haye boldly 
thrown off the mask. They no longer:seek to 
disguise the object of their invasion, They are 
there to overthrow the Juarez Government, and 
ta compel the people to accept jnstitutions 
which have been repydiated. They now pre- 
tend that the Juarez Administration is ‘op- 
pressive to the minority,” and they propose to 
aot matters right by snbetituting the minority 
for the majority! And whence do they derive 
the authority to settle the domestic affairs of 
other nstions? The fact is that these powers 
are making war upon the independence of Mex- 
ico, They have chosen the present moment for 
carrying out a programme of intervention in 
American affairs which Edward Everett so ekill- 
folly exposed and rebused when the Tripartite 
treaty was under consideration. 

Our domestic dissensions have been so far 
subdued that the time has arrived for assuming 
a more decided tone in the management of our 
foreign relations. Here is a chance for Secre- 
tary Seward to revive and insist upon our tradir- 
tional policy. There should be s prompt, earn- 
eat and emphatic protest against any attempt to 
convert Mexico into a mere dependency of any 
European Power, or any effort to establish upon 
the soil of that Republic institution which are 
known to be obnoxious to the people. This 
cauree would give us a basis for future action, 
extend moral support to the Mexicans in their 
unequal struggle, and, in view of the vastly in- 
creased military power of our Republic, tend to 
check or modify the dealgns which the invaders 
sre now striving to consummate, without com- 
mitting us to an immediate interference,

B Terry, Yohn Trio, Gilmore and Emma, with 
the barges, a quantity of lumber, etc, and 
one eight-inch columbiad and three 82-pound- 
ers Tools we did not need, for the regi- 
ment carries everything from the peana 
Tropes and screws down to fine stool drills 
for spiking guna ur route is about twelve 
miley Jong, of which tyo milas were through 
timber, and the remaining ten through narrow, 
crooked bayous grown up full of Prush and 
small trees We have cut oup way nght 
through, the {rack being fifty feet wide, 10 which 
thirty are required for the hulls of the boats 
The timber is cut four feet below the surface of 
the water. In one short stretch we cut seventy- 
five trees thus deep, not one less than two feet 
through The machines were rigged from rafts 
and ogr lowest flats, and worked each by about 
twenty men. In ie first place threo large 
Igunches went ahead fo cyt out and push out of 
the track the underbrush and driftwood, then 
three rafts followed, on which were the men 
who cut down and cut off the trees; then ithe 
saws, then two Lon barges, then one of the 
steamboats. Very large lines were provided io 
runfrom the capstans of the steamboats, and 
hanl out by snatchblocks what the men could 
not handle. Then followed the rest of the fleet, 
men bong m aged sll the time converting the 
flatboats into floating hattemes From the mver 
to the levee the distance is about five hundred 
feet, here the water was shallow and the route 
full of stumps: it took one whole day fo pass 
this—then the cntin the levee. Here the fall 
was over two feet, and the rush of water was 
tremendous. The largest boat was dropped 
through with five Jines ont shead. Then a 
cornfield, overflowed from s cut im the levee’ 
Here was something of a channel cut by the 
awift water, and we got along nearly a quarter 
of a tile to the woods; here was the labor 
two straight and long iles to the nearest point 
inthe bayou Thenit took eight days to get 
through, Then Wilson’s bayou, then East 
bayou, then St. John bayou, which empties into 
the Mississip i at New Madrid. -I you have 
never seen a Southern swamp, you have noides 
how thick it is; a New York elm swamp does 
not vert . It sometimes took twenty men a 
whole day to get outs balf sunken tree across the 
bayou Suche place as that kept us all back 
and nove of the rafts or Bats could get by, and 
all had to wait. The water, after we got into 
the woods, wes about six feet deep, with a pestis 
current smhng across the peninsuls the 
East baron the current was tremendous, and 
the boats had to be checked down with heavy 
head-lines, Here we found some obstructions 
caused by drift-hea s, but cutting off oné or two 
logs would start all down the current

ARRSCQONDEXCE OF THE UNION]

ergy which speak well for their military char- 


acter, At the former camp the stern reabties! forth 


of service were only appreciated theoretically, 
but now they are felt practically, and the re- 
sponsibuihes attendant thereto are daily becom- 
ing more apparent The pomp and show be- 
longing to fine dress parades, with the usual ad- 
denda of fuss and feathers, is now dispensed 
with, and more substantial performances have 
been substituted. 

From Sacramento we proceeded to San Pe- 
dro, and from there we marched to Camp La- 
them, s distance of eee miles, which was the 
first essay the troops had at regular soldiering 
We left San Pedro the day after our arrival, and 
that evening encamped three mules on our road 
The next mormng we took up the lme of 
march at seven o’clock, and reached “Cam 
Latham at twelve, making the distance mm goo 
time for the first effort. ewere received by 
our comrades with great cordiality, and en- 
tered the camp with the band pis ng and the 
regimental colors waving ın the breeze. We 
found at the camp seven companies of the Fifth 
Infantry, four compames of the First Infantry 
and four companies of the Second Cavalry, 
makin que a mbhtary gathering for Cabfor- 
nia Colonel Carleton wasin command, but re- 
mained but ten days after our arrival, ke pro- 
ceeded to Camp Drumm and left the command to 
Colonel Bowie In a few daya Major Coult, of 
our repiment, was ordered to Camp Wright 
with four companies, two of the Fifth and two 
of the First Infantry. Shortly after, two com- 
panies of cavalry were ordered off, in detach- 
ments, on seyeral expeditions, and then “B” 
pes a of our regiment was ordered to fol- 
low to Camp Wright, and soon after, “ C” Com- 
pany left for the same destination. 

But three compames of the Fifth then re- 
mained, and the impresmon then was that the 
balance would garrison Camp Latham for an in- 
definite penod, According! >, Colonel Bowie 
and the officers peuerall made all the prepara- 
tions necéssary for comfort, anticipating a pro- 
tracted stay But as all human hopes are sub- 
ject to disappointment, sve were not an excep- 
tion to the universal rule; and as soon as we 
were nicely situated and our accommodations 
completed, and everything fixed for our com- 
fort aud even luxury, we received marching oT- 
ders for Camp§Wright,and according to the 

arlance of the country, we “ yamosed,” We 
eft Camp Latham, however, with many regreta. 
The location 13 delightful the scenery magnifi- 
cent, and all the surroundings which can make 
amilitary camp desirable and léasant are here 
to be found he Pacific 18 but five miles dıs- 
tant and can be seen distinctly on a clear day, 
and the San Francisco steamers are plainly 
discernible to the naked eye, passing to and fro. 
There are some beautiful ranchos an this vicin- 
ity, and occasional fandangoes and frequent op- 
portunities of visiting the Spanish famihes to- 
cated there, rendered the place peculiarly inter- 
esting to the officers, and afforded them consid- 
erable entertainment and amusement. Besides, 
Los Angeles is but fifteen miles distant, and the 
latter place was oftén resorted to for relief from 
the cares of a soldier’s life, and respite from 
duty, The City of the Angels is a town of cone 
siderable »mportance, and contmns some fine 
stores, and several beantiful dwellings The 
wine 1s excellent and abundant. Every adran- 
tage is offered to enterprising experts in this 
latter business to accumnulate a fortune, It is 
evidently destined at some future day to become 
the great California mart for thie branch of im- 


dustry, 
March from Camp Latham. 

But to return to the subject of my letter. 
The march of the Fifth from Camp Latham to 
Camp Wright was acéomplished in seven days 
We left Camp Drumm on Saturdey, April 5th, 


and arrived at thia camp.ov Saturday, April 12th, 
The distance 19 one hundred and twenty-eight 
mules by actual measurement. We traveled 
quite leisurely, but were compelled to march 
farther on some days than others, on acconnt of 
wood and water The longest march was made 
from Temescal (a small settlement) to the Lg- 
guns, 2 lerge lake situated m a basin of the 
mountains. The distance is*erghteen miles 
We started at seven m the morning from Temes- 
cal and arrived at the lake at ope o’clock, and 
encamped forthenght. Tho scanery surround: 
ing the lake is beautoful, the water 23 clear and 
aweet, and gahn 19 abundant, The grass on 
the bank near which we enoamped is the finest 
Thave seen, The rychest cloyer—and the stock 
luxurjqted Į can assure you. 'The entire coun- 
try through which we marched is the trost beai- 
titul imaginable, No pen can describe the 
andeur of the scene from Chino Valley. On 
the left Mount San Bernardino towerg aloft 
in surpassing magmtude, its snow-capped 
summit pierciug the clouds, ang lifting its 
chilly head above them, presenting to the 
view of the passer-by q sight truly sublime, 
On the right ate seen extenayve valleys runnin 
as fap aa the eye can reach, and covered wy 
uature’s carpet of green, and the sameness of 
the plain 15 occasionally reheved by beautiful 
roHing hills, covered with eattle and horses 
Truly, this landscape view is the sulyect for the 
pencil of any renowned artist, an I doubt much 
whether or not in can be excelled in heauty. 


The China Rancke, 

The Chino Rancho, which 13 considered bre 
of the finest m this county, issituatedan a lovely 
valley, with mountain scenery on every side 
Here are seen cattle in such herds as would 


defy all human calculation to arrivo at an aç- 
curateidea of the numbers. The residgnos of 
Carlisle, the propmetor, 14 gre of the first 
class adobes, earem plain, but com- 
fortakle, and furmshed with taste and an eye 
to enjoyment, A beautiful garden surrounds 
the building, inclosed with large, fine trees, 
which seem to bear the impress of antiquity. 
Some distance fram the house are the quarters 
ofthe Indian seryants—about one hundred in 
number. They ate exceedingly quiet, inof- 
fensive and obedient, and are used pnoeipally 
to herd the stock and assist in any department 
of the ranch necessary. Carhsle wag very 
polite to pur command during the time we re- 
mained encamped near his place, and although 
reported a strong Segcasionist, he laid aside his 
reyudices fora time and invited our Colonel 
o visit his house and view bis grounds, which 


command tyes presented with wood s 
for cooking purposes, and a bottle of pure Coco- 
mungo to the Colonel, with the propretor’s 
compliments, was dispased of with e relish 
which argued favorably for the good tagte and 
judgment of the officers ofthe Fifth This tine is

Camp Wright—Volunteer Companies,

y General Grant, and alsoa remonstrance from 
the Secretary of War agamst any General in 
General Halieck’s department interfering with 
General Buell. Beheving from this that Grant 
had been guilty of a breach of military disci- 

line, General Halleck suspended hım from 
Pimmand. When General Grant’s dispatches 
vame to light, the explanation was so just and 
reasonable that General Grant was immediately 
restored to command, and is now up the Ten- 
nessee river expecting to operate against the 
rebels at Corinth or vicinity. It is generally 
expected that in the event of a union of the 
forces of Buell and Grant, the latter will clam 
the command, as his commission as Major Qen- 
eral antedates Buell’s, In this case there will 
be another difficulty.

this harbor; and after the demonstrations that had 
taken place inthe East, it must be apparent to every 
man that no harbor of any magnituda was safe for an 
hour without some protectlon of this character. He 
read the answer of Secretary Seward to Mr. Kutz’s 
Joint resolution of inquiry relative to the probabilities 
of a forelgn war: “The present sbape of our for- 
eign relations is pacific, but the President remains 
of the opinion heretofore zo often étpressed, 
that while ely} war active] continues 
there may be foreign aggression; and no import- 
ant part or portion of the United States ought to be 
left exposed. Qneor two Iron clad steamers at San 
Francigca would insure its safety at small expense.” 
It did not stop with saying that no Important part of 
the United States ought to be left exposed, but sug. 
gested how we could remedy our danger, That was 
equivalent to saying that inzsmuch as the attention of 
the General Government was occupied in crushing this 
rebellion, it was expected that this State, like the 
States on the Atlantic” seaboard, should take 
some steps to defend herself If the United States did 
not take some steps it was the interest of California to 
do it, even if we had to own the steamers as a State 
He could see g teft unguarded In the present 
shape of the bill, and urged that they should do some- 
thing after the expiration of sixty days He asked Mr 
Banks what he meant by the Interest of certain parties 
to which he alladed. 

Mr Bawxs sald he would like to favor the bill on sc- 
count of some personal friends, but his duty tothe State 
reguircd that he should vote agalnst it. 

Mr. Borre argued that they might az well commence
